Important Discoveries 
In Irradiation Made 
By Catholic Scientist 


Cincinnati, O.—A young Catholic 


. scientist has just been accredited with 


discoveries in the field of irradiation 
made at the laboratories of the Uni 
versity of Cincinnati, which will be 
valuable in the treating of food pro- 
ducts for increasing their energy value 
and preserving them without refrig- 
eration. 

He is Professor George Sperti, di- 
rector of the laboratory at the Univer- 
sity and a member of the Phi Kappa, 
Catholic collewe fraternity. The value 
of the discoveries is attested by the 
fact that forty patents have been ap- 
plied for, and a company, backed by 
the General Foods Corporation of New 
York, has been formed to make prac- 
tical use of the discoveries. 

The new company is to benefit the 
University directly since a lump sum 
of $350,000 for the establishment and 
maintenance of a laboratory is to be 
given to the institution at once. 

In explaining the scope of the dis- 
coveries Dean Herman Schneider gave 
all credit to Professor Sperti. 

“The application of the principles 
discovered cover the whole fleld of 
human and animal! foods, and ought to 
prove of great benefit to mankind,” 
Dean Schneider said. 

“It is a fine piece of work, not only 
in ite scientific aspects, but also in the 
broad humanitarian impulses which
